Of a Terrible Cyclone That 
Swept Over Kirksville, 
Mo., Last Night. 


THREE SCORE OF LIVES 


Believed to Have Been Ism and Al­ 
most One Thousand Injured -Four 
Hundred Building* Leveled to the 
Ground In Scattered Ruins -Storm 
and I*►*• of Life at Onawa, la. 


Kirksville, Mo., April v- —A gather­ 
ing storm that had beau threatening all 
afternoon ye-terday, brokes upon Kirks­ 
ville at 6:20 lad evening in all the fury 
of a cyclone. 
A path a quarter * »f a mile 
wide and a- clean a- tim prairie wa- 
•wept through the •■astern portion of the 
city, and 400 buildings—homes and mer­ 
cantile— were leveled to the ground in 
scattered ruins. 
In the heavy rain that followed the 
people who had escaped turned out to 
rescue the injured. 
For two hour* not 
much was accomplished, as all was con­ 
fusion, but by 8 o'clock 25 dead boches 
had te en taken from the ruins.

The -Sour, an anti-Dr yfusite organ, 
violently attacks the minister of foreign 
affairs, Ai. Delcasse, under whose orders 
M. Paleologue’s second deposition was 
made. 
It charges AI. Deleasse with 
giving the Figaro the evidence offered 
before the court, particularly that of M. 
Pal eclogue, declaring that “ Nobody else 
could have had any interest in making 
it public.” 
The Temps announces that the court 
of cassation has applied to the minister 
for the colonies, George Guillain, to de­ 
liver the document which was found in 
French Gainana in 1897 among other 
Dreyfus documents and sent to the 
colonial office under tilt- strictest pre­ 
cautions. 
It is alleged that this docu­ 
ment absolutely proves the innocence of 
Dreyfus.
